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Rail disruption looms as 
train drivers set to strike

ELY passengers could face travel 
disruption after train drivers and 
guards voted “overwhelmingly” for 
strike action. 

The RMT decided to ballot its 
members over a rail company’s re¬ 
fusal to give a guarantee on the role 
of guards opening train doors. 

The union confirmed on Tues¬ 
day that both drivers and guard 
members, as well as more than 200 
Greater Anglia guards, had voted by 
nine to one for strike action. 

Any possible strike is likely to 
affect rural services on the Greater 
Anglia network, including trains 
operating from Ely. 

The drivers’ vote was two to one 
for action on a 75 per cent turnout. 

A spokesman for the RMT said 
that despite efforts by the union 
in both face-to-face meetings and 
correspondence, Abellio has failed 
to provide union reps with the as¬ 
surances they had been seeking on 
the role and the responsibilities of 
the guards now and the length of 
the Greater Anglia franchise. 

The company is seeking to ex¬ 


tend Driver-Only Operation (DOO) 
across its network, saying job num¬ 
bers will not be affected. 

But the RMT claims driver-only 
operated trains are a threat to pas¬ 
senger safety and want guarantees 


over the role. A spokesman for the 
RMT said there was “no option” but 
to serve notice on the company and 
press ahead with the balloting pro¬ 
cess for Greater Anglia guard mem¬ 
bers. 


RMT general secretary Mick Cash 
said: “Greater Anglia have been 
given every opportunity to give a 
guarantee on the future role of the 
guard on their services. They have 
failed to do so and that left us with 


no alternative but to move to a bal¬ 
lot in the interests of rail safety. 

“Our members have now voted by 
massive majorities for action and 
it’s now down to the company to 
wake up and take note and to seize 
the opportunity to give us the very 
simple assurances on the future of 
the guards, and the guarantee of a 
second safety critical member of 
staff on current services. 

“The union remains available for 
further talks around the crucial is¬ 
sue of the guard guarantee.” 

Greater Anglia currently has 222 
conductors and seven conductor 
managers on its network. 

The train guards play a custom¬ 
er service role, giving advice and 
checking tickets. They also current¬ 
ly close train doors. 

Greater Anglia is proposing that 
drivers will take over from conduc¬ 
tors in closing doors on all of its 
trains. 

DOO exists on 60 per cent of 
Greater Anglia trains and it wants to 
implement the practice across the 
whole of the network to encourage 
guards to focus on assisting pas¬ 
sengers. 

The company was approached 
for a comment.

Bogus cleaner targets city 
elderly in distraction raids 


POLICE are urging residents to be vig¬ 
ilant and to look out for elderly rela¬ 
tives and neighbours following three 
distraction burglaries. 

Cambridgeshire police believe the 
same woman carried out two crimes 
in Ely on Tuesday, while claiming to 
be a cleaner and asking where the 
victim’s cleaning products were kept. 

She also got into an elderly couple’s 
home in the Kings Avenue area of the 
city - although no goods were sto¬ 
len - and attempted a similar theft in 
Canuate Crescent. 

Meanwhile, Suffolk police are also 
appealing for information after simi¬ 
lar reports of a woman who imperson¬ 
ated a cleaner to get into an elderly 
resident’s home in Quayside Court, 
Lakenheath, and stole a diamond 
ring. 

The first incident in Ely happened 
in Beald Way at about 9am. The 
householders, who were in their 90s, 
followed the woman around the prop¬ 
erty. She left after about 40 minutes 
and it was later discovered that three 
bracelets had been stolen. 

Then, at about noon, a man in his 
70s, allowed the women into his home 
in Egremont Street and left her alone 
while she cleaned. After about 30 min-

utes she left. Later it was discovered 
that earrings, a gold watch and two 
rings, including a cameo solitaire, had 
been stolen from a bedroom. 

In-between the two burglaries, 
at about 11.30am, it is believed the 
woman tried to steal from another 
property in Canute Crescent. The vic¬ 
tims, who were in their 80s, followed 
her around until she made her excus¬ 
es and left. It is believed that nothing 
was stolen. 

The woman is described as being 
young, white, stocky, around 5ft 5in 
tall, with pale skin, distinctive cheek¬ 
bones, and brown hair with blonde 
highlights. 

Community Safety Officer Sue 
Loaker said: “It is a despicable crime 
to prey on the elderly and vulnerable 
and we will do everything in our pow¬ 
er to find the woman responsibly. 

“This burglary has left the victims 
shaken and has had a serious effect on 
their wellbeing. I’d urge anyone who 
saw anything suspicious in the area to 
contact us as a matter of urgency. 


“If you have an elderly relative or 
neighbour who lives alone it’s worth 
talking to them about this type of bur¬ 
glary.” 

In the Lakenheath incident, an el¬ 
derly resident arrived at her Quayside 
Court home at around 1.45pm and left 
her front door open while she went in¬ 
side. 

A few minutes later she heard a 
knock on the front door and a smartly 
dressed female was there asking if the 
victim wanted any cleaning done. The 
householder refused on numerous 
occasions. 

Shortly afterwards, the female 
walked into the property and into var¬ 
ious rooms continuing to ask about 
cleaning. The victim followed her and 
the female then asked for a cup of tea. 

While the victim was in the kitchen, 
the woman said she had to leave. Af¬ 
ter she had gone, the elderly victim 
realised that a gold and diamond 
ring in its box was missing. The ring, 
which is of great sentimental value, 
is described a gold band containing a 
single diamond with two gold hearts 
either side. 

The female is described as white, in 
her late 20s or early 30s, around 5ft 4” 
tall, of slim build with brown hair that 


was either short or pulled back. She 
was wearing trousers and dark cloth¬ 
ing and was carrying a fawn coloured 
handbag with orange squares on it. 

The police is advising all house¬ 
holders: 

LOCK: Is your back door locked? 
If not, lock it before you answer the 
front door as distraction burglars of¬ 
ten work in pairs. One distracts, while 
the other steals 

STOP: Are you expecting anybody? 

CHAIN: Put this on before you open 
the door. If you have not got one, it is a 
worthwhile investment. 

It will give you that extra ‘safe space’ 
and barrier between you and the call¬ 
er and then, 

CHECK: Ask for their identification 
card, take it and look at it carefully. 
Close the door and check the number 
in the phone book - not the number 
on the card. If they are genuine, they 
will not mind waiting or coming back 
another day.

Last year from April 2016 to March 
2017 officers were called to 1,069 in¬ 
cidents of hare coursing, an increase 
of 44 per cent on the previous year.

Villagers in power struggle 
over plans for new generators 



CAMPAIGNERS are calling for sup¬ 
port to fight plans for a power sta¬ 
tion “capable of powering twice the 
size of Cambridge” they say could 
ruin their village. 

lohn Clarke, 31, a mechanical 
engineer from Swaffham Prior, has 
started a campaign with Mike Ha¬ 
worth against the plans to build the 
power station in Burwell. 

The campaigners believe that if 
permitted by East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council, the generators 
could cause serious health prob¬ 
lems to people in the area, as well as 
disturbing local wildlife. 

“It will ruin our village,” said Mr 
Clarke. “The village will get worse. 

“The plans have been up for a 
month and no-one knew about it. 
It was described in the plans that 
it was for power generators, which 
gave the impression it was just two 
generators. 

“But the generators are capable of 
powering two cities the size of Cam¬ 
bridge. 

“People should be worried about 
pollution, people’s health, and the 
noise will annoy everyone.” 

The plans, which were submitted 
on June 16, are for a “flexible gener- 
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ation facility” to provide energy for 
the National Grid off Reach Road in 
Burwell. 

Details of the plan suggest the 
generator will have 20 unmanned 
89-litre engines - equivalent to 
1,000 car engines. 

The generators will be used in¬ 
termittently but plans do not detail 
how long they will be used per day. 

The plans have received 27 re¬ 
sponses from concerned neigh¬ 
bours, mainly regarding sound and 
air pollution. 

Mr Clarke, who will give a pres¬ 
entation on the plans at a village 
meeting at Burwell Church at 7pm 
today wants to raise awareness of 
the plans and “put pressure” on the 
local council to stop the develop¬ 
ment. 

“We need to act now before it’s 
too late,” he said. “We all need to 
comment on these plans and make 
sure they do not happen.” 

Consultation ends on September 
29, before a decision is made by 
East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil on October 4.

Annual report 
is a let-down 

WELL, it's that time of year again, 
when the East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) end-of-year 
report slithers its way glossily onto my 
door mat, usually accompanied by a 
deep sigh and eyes rolling skywards. 

What a self-congratulatory, virtually 
content-free piece of twaddle this 
really is. 

I duly scanned it, on its way to the 
recycle bin, and did find a couple of 
snippets of (mis) information worthy 
of comment. 

ECDC has decided to "in-source" 
waste collections and street cleaning 
- I wonder if this decision has 


anything to do with a decade of 
negative, against-inflation, public 
sector pay rises? 

Interesting that ECDC claims an 
initial saving of £250,000 by not 
undertaking the EU Procurement 
Process - hmm. Here is an extract 
from the Centre for Economics and 
Business Research: "A competitive 
procurement process following a full 
EU procedure costs an average of 
£45,200, with £8,000 of those costs 
borne by the public sector employer. 
This compares to an EU average cost 
of £23,900, making UK public sector 
procurement processes 90 per cent 
more expensive than the EU mean." 

It is very clear from this that the 
£250,000 figure is pure invention 
and bears no relationship whatsoever 
with the truth! Perhaps this is the Ely 
Tories' version of the £350 million 
per week writ large on the side of 
the big red Brexit bus? How can we 
believe anything that these people 
tell us? OK ECDC, so that's £242,000 
not saved. It will be interesting to see 
how much the new waste contract 
does actually cost. 

On affordable housing, it appears 
that "Hopkins Homes", the phase 1 
developer for the massive Ely North 
site, can only manage a measly 10 per 


cent of "affordable units", whereas 
the eight Community Land Trusts 
in the district are achieving 30 per 
cent affordable homes within their 
developments. Perhaps ECDC should 
make all designated building land into 
Community Land Trusts - that way, 
we would solve the affordable housing 
crisis in the district at a stroke. 

In this same ludicrous document, 
ECDC publishes the starkly disturbing 
figures on adult and child obesity, 
while trumpeting the successful 
opening of the Ely Leisure Village 
which contains no fewer then five fast 
food outlets at which one would be 
hard pushed to find anything on the 
menu that didn't contribute towards 
the obesity epidemic.

Watch for cyclists when 
opening your car doors

DRIVERS should be aware about the dangers of 
hitting cyclists with car doors but segregated cy¬ 
cleways are the real answer, says Cambridge Cy¬ 
cling Campaign. 

Cycling UK has written to transport minister 
Jesse Norman calling for a nationwide campaign 
encouraging all drivers to look for cyclists before 
opening their car door. 

The group wants the so-called Dutch Reach 
method - whereby people open doors using their 
far rather than near hand - to be promoted in 
driver training. 

The technique - popular in the Netherlands - 
allows a person opening a door to look behind 
while also limiting how far their door can open. 

Cambridge cycling group Camcycle has backed 
the call to educate motorists - but says it will only 
go so far to solving the problem. 

Roxanne De Beaux, Cycling Campaign Officer 
at Camcycle, said: “Camcycle supports the Dutch 
Reach campaign as a useful way to remind car 
passengers to look out for vulnerable road users. 

“However, it is also important to remember 
that people who cycle on the road are advised to 
take an assertive ‘primary’ position in the centre 
of the lane out of die reach of unpredictable door 
openings. 

“One of the most effective methods of reducing 
the risk of dooring in Cambridge is to remove car 



parking on sections of busy roads and streets.” 

Ms De Beaux pointed to Lensfield Road and 
Adams Road as examples of where there were 
significant numbers of cycles yet space was often 
taken by car parking. 

She added: “Ultimately, what we should be 
aiming for is segregated and protected space (cy¬ 
cleways) for people to cycle in without having to 
negotiate with moving traffic and opening car 
doors.” 

Cycling UK also wants the importance of saf¬ 
er positioning for cyclists to be promoted so all 
road users understand the importance of cyclists 
avoiding the area where doors could open into. 
It believes a new law of causing death or serious 
injury through negligently opening a car door 


should be introduced as offenders currently face 
a maximum penalty of just £1,000 even if a cyclist 
is killed or seriously injured. 

The charity’s analysis of Department for Trans¬ 
port data shows that between 2011 and 2015 there 
were 3,108 people injured, eight fatally, where 
“vehicle door opened or closed negligently” was 
a contributing factor in incidents attended by the 
police. 

Some 2,009 of the casualties were cyclists, in¬ 
cluding five fatalities. But these figures are not 
fully representative of the scale of the problem as 
not all cases are attended by the police, according 
to Cycling UK. 

Paul Tuohy, Cycling UK’s chief executive, said: 
“Some people seem to see car dooring as a bit of 
a joke, but it’s not and can have serious conse¬ 
quences. Cycling UK wants to see greater aware¬ 
ness made about the dangers of opening your car 
door negligently, and people to be encouraged to 
look before they open. 

“In the Netherlands they are known for prac¬ 
tising a method, known sometimes as the Dutch 
Reach, which we think could be successfully en¬ 
couraged in the UK. 

“Cycling UK has written to the Department for 
Transport asking them to look into this, and high¬ 
light the dangers of car dooring through a public 
awareness Think!-style campaign.” 

AA president Edmund King said: “We know car 
dooring can be dangerous, so drivers, passengers 
and those on two wheels need to be alert to the 
dangers.” 


Rise in carbon 

monoxide 

poisonings 

CASES of suspected carbon monoxide 
poisoning in children are up by 500 per 
cent across Cambridgeshire, new figures 
suggest. 

The numbers of under 18s across the 
UK attending A&E who are suspected 
to have ingested the invisible gas has 
skyrocketed since 2015, with more than 
500 cases reported in the last year alone 
according to Project SHOUT. 

The campaign group raises awareness 
of the dangers of carbon monoxide 
(CO) poisoning, and revealed cases 
across all groups in Cambridgeshire have 
increased by 76 per cent. 

Rob Lyon, campaign director for 
Project SHOUT, said: "These numbers 
are very concerning and highlight the 
fact that we need to do more to tackle 
the dangers of carbon monoxide and 
raise awareness of the symptoms." 

Known as the silent killer, the deadly 
gas is invisible and odourless, and 
children are particularly susceptible to 
it due to their less developed nervous 
system, and higher frequency of breaths 
leading to an increased consumption of 
oxygen. 

And research from energy company 
npower discovered that only four per 
cent of parents can identify symptoms of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Common symptoms include dizziness, 
headaches, nausea and generally feeling 
unwell, leading many parents to mistake 
the signs for something else, particularly 
colds and flu.

SEVEN Cambridge colleges threw open their 
doors at the weekend to allow thousands of 
people to meander through the grounds.

£200m waste treatment 
plant proposal for village

PLANS are in the pipeline for a new £200 million 
waste treatment facility that could create more 
than 300 jobs. 

Amey is proposing to develop the facility at its 
existing 400-acre Waterbeach Waste Management 
Park. It would be used to create energy from house¬ 
hold and commercial waste - either in the form of 
electricity, heat or a mix of both. 

The announcement comes after the site was the 
scene of a large fire that burned for several days. 

Residents were invited to hear more about the 
proposals and give their views, before the planning 
application is submitted. 

Amey’s account director, Chris Smiles, said: “The 
new facility would contain state-of-the-art, proven 
technology to deal with household and commer¬ 
cial waste and we’re currently looking at possible 
layouts and building design. 

“Before we finalise and submit a planning ap¬ 
plication, we want to talk to local residents and - 
where possible - incorporate any comments and 
ideas as part of our proposals.” 

The park, off the A10, is already home to a num¬ 
ber of waste processes, including recycling, com¬ 
posting, landfill and mechanical biological treat¬ 
ment. 


“The proposal would see a significant £200 mil¬ 
lion investment. It would also create more than 300 
jobs during construction and into operations. 

“Our aim is to create a sustainable waste man¬ 
agement park at Waterbeach and the proposed new 
facility will help us do just that, reducing the vol¬ 


ume of waste being disposed of via landfill and also 
creating enough electricity to power the equivalent 
of 45,000 homes. 

“We’re keen to share our ideas with local resi¬ 
dents and community representatives and answer 
any questions.”

Rowing crew 
gives up race to 
rescue angler 


A CREW of rowers forfeited 
their chance of winning the 
Great Ouse Marathon when 
they stopped to rescue a 
drowning angler. 

The four-man crew, all aged 
between 60 and 65 from Sud¬ 
bury Rowing Club, were one 
of 112 teams from across the 
country taking part in the 
22km race from Denver to 
Queen Adelaide via Ely. 

Number three rower An¬ 
drew Blit said he and his crew, 
who were competing in the 
Masters F category, were in 
with a chance of winning be¬ 
fore they spotted the ailing 
fisherman. 

He said: “We were mid-race 
and fighting our own tired¬ 
ness as we rounded a turn and 
saw a fisherman on the east 
bank. He appeared to be hold¬ 
ing a very full net and staring 
at us. He was quiet and being

held above the water line by 
another tiring man. 

“We got close enough so 
that two of us could get on to 
the bank and with difficulty 
we lifted the casualty ashore, 
laid him down and made sure 
he was no longer at risk. Our 
race was run, so to speak. We 
hopped back in and paddled 
off.” 

The rescue happened be¬ 
tween the Ship Inn at Brandon 
Creek and the A10 bridge at 
Littleport after the crew had 
already raced 12km. 

Rodney Atkinson, 73, from 
the Isle of Ely Rowing Club, 
was also taking part and wit¬ 
nessed the event. He said it 
took the men 12 minutes to 
stop and pull the fisherman 


from the river. 

He added: “They forfeited 
their chance of winning the 
race but they say what they 
did was more important than 
winning. We don’t know who 
the fishermen were and have 
not attempted to contact 
them. The Sudbury crew were 
simply satisfied that they had 
been able to help a fellow river 
user.” 

The crew finished the race 
in a time of two hours, one 
minute and 19 seconds. Had 
they not stopped they would 
have finished in 13th place. 

But they did win a prize for 
the best ‘excuse’ for their per¬ 
formance in the event, which 
took place on September 3. 

Crews on the day ranged in 
age from 14-year-old juniors 
to three rowers racing single 
sculls in the 75 to 80-year-old 
category.

IVF funding cut - ‘A lot of 
babies now won’t ever exist’ 



A DECISION to scrap NHS funding 
for IVF treatment in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire has been branded “disgusting”. 

The Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) decided to end ac¬ 
cess to a free first cycle of fertility 
treatment. 

The move is expected to save the 
CCG £700,000 and help ease its 
current financial concerns. 

Hopeful couples seeking support 
for IVF treatment will now have to 
pay for each cycle. 

Health bosses reached their deci¬ 
sion despite more than 2,000 peo¬ 
ple signing a petition opposing the 
cuts. 

On the Cambridge News Face- 
book page, several readers lament¬ 
ed the move. Sarah Blackman, 
Peter Grainger, Philippa Ford and 
Margaret Sheldon all said it was 
“sad” news. 

Sian Miller and Emma Fight went 
further and labelled it “disgusting”. 

Charlotte Wilkins simply said: 
“I’m lost for words.” 

Fucy Wright wrote: “Awful aw¬ 
ful news. A lot of babies now won’t 
ever exist because of this decision.”

According to the NHS around 
one in seven couples may have dif¬ 
ficulty conceiving naturally. 

Many readers expressed sympa¬ 
thy for those trying to have a child 
through fertility treatment. 

On Facebook Beverley Bryant 
wrote: “I feel so blessed to have had 
my son naturally conceived and I 
feel so sad for those desperate for a 
child and those children who may 
never be born.” 

FauraThurley said: “I think this is 
appalling - struggling to conceive 
is bad enough and now not even 
having the chance on the NHS is 
just another kick.” 

Hayley Smith commented: “Very 
very sad. I guess they’ll help fund 
the mental health issues that may 
rise.” 

But the decision by the CCG was 
backed by some News readers who 
suggested adoption as an alterna¬ 
tive route to parenthood. 

Chris Adcock-Godfrey said the 
decision was “fantastic news”. He 


added: “The whole procedure is a 
complete waste of money. There 
are literally hundreds of unwanted 
children in this county alone that 


are forced into the care system 
because people are too vain to 
adopt.” 

Charlie Green said: “Cambridge 


have a history of deficit in their 
NHS budget so not surprising there 
are cuts. However, there are more 
important areas for funding. 

“I don’t agree with plastic sur¬ 
gery on the NHS either but the 
NHS is for essential treatment only 
and unfortunately fertility doesn’t 
come into that. Nature states that 
some people do, some people 
don’t. Adoption is an alternative.” 

Fauren Collier added: “It’s not 
life or death to have children, you 
don’t need to have children and 
there are plenty of other ways to 
have a child, for example adoption, 
whereas the NHS needs funding in 
other areas where it is literally a life 
or death situation.” 

But some readers like Faura Eliz¬ 
abeth Buttle challenged others to 
understand what it was like to cope 
with infertility. 

She wrote: “For people saying 
that they agree with this, have you 
personally suffered from infertil¬ 
ity? Do you know the pain it caus¬ 
es couples? Probably not. Do you 
think people like me asked not to 
be able to carry their own child in¬ 
side of them? No.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

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I've learned 
howto live in 
the moment 

As Jeremy Vine opens up about dark times, 

HANNAH STEPHENSON catches up with 
the TV and radio presenter to talk regrets, 
road rage and whether or not he is overpaid 


A MID-LIFE crisis left 
popular broadcaster 
leremy Vine feeling burnt 
out and seeking the help 
of a string of professionals. 
"Like a lot of people, you get to a 
stage where you are working really 
hard. I was quite late to parenting 
- my first child was born when I 
was 39 - and unless you remind 
yourself what it's all for, you start 
asking what the point is. 

“I had a little bit of a difficult 
journey," the 52-year-old presenter 
says of the crisis, which hit him in 
2009 and lasted several years. 

"I was a complete misery at 
home and everywhere for a while. I 
wasn't unpleasant, I just went 
quiet. I was in a state of some 
turmoil. Maybe I had a mid-life 
crisis. 

“What they say about people who 
are very ambitious in their teens 
and their 20s, as I was, is that you 
are burning so much fuel that you 
may reach a point where you're 
doing it all but wondering why 
you're doing it." 

One psychologist suggested he 
might need time off work. He 
responded that it was her job to 
keep him working. 

“As a result of that kind of idiocy, 

I wandered around for a long time 
as if wearing a gigantic blob of 
freshly spun candyfloss on my 
head. Nothing, not even hearing 
The Smiths sing Heaven Knows I'm 
Miserable Now, gave me pleasure." 

He relays the crisis in his new 
book What I Learnt, What My 
Listeners Say And Why We Should 
Take Notice, an autobiographical 
montage of his life and career, 
with anecdotes of his Radio 
2 listeners, political and 
personal encounters, and 
memorable moments of 
his time on Strictly Come 
Dancing and other TV 
shows. 

He reveals that he 
spoke to seven 
different 
professionals, 
including j 

counsellors and a 
Harley Street 
psychologist, 
about his 
feelings. 


“Some of the key 
things we've 
learned is that 
you have to be 
in the 

moment. Your 
diary may be 
packed with 
stuff, but 
unless you're 
enjoying where 
you are right now, 
you can't enjoy any of 
it. It will all just be a burden." 

His wife Rachel was very 
supportive, he says. 

"She said, 'lust enjoy 
going out and about and 
enjoy the sunshine. The kids 
(they have two daughters, 

Anna and Martha) are here 
and we all love you! That's all I 
really needed to hear. 

"The crucial thing I learned was 
to meditate and be mindful. When 
I'm at Radio 2 and am totally 
present in the show, listening to my 
listeners, I've learned to enjoy it for 
what it is. There's only one moment 
and that moment is now. Gradually 
I pulled clear and was joyful again." 

One turning point came when he 
went to see folk singer Maddy Prior, 
former lead vocalist of Steeleye 
Span. “I was sitting in the rafters 
somewhere and I just felt joy. I 
thought, 'Oh my God, I'm back!"' 

It's not the only drama he's had 
in the past few years. 

In 2016 leremy was the victim of 
a road rage incident, in which a 
female motorist screamed abuse at 
him as he cycled in London. He 
videoed it on a helmet camera and 
then posted it online. 

~ It all ended in a court case and 
^ jail for the motorist, but Jeremy 
now says he regrets it. 

“My friends say, 'Oh, but you 
were a victim 
of crime! but 
[ended 
up feeling I 
wanted to 
apologise 
to her. On 
the day in 
court, she 
came in with a 

lit suitcase because she was 
expected to be sent 
to prison. I would

been 
happy 
with an 
apology. 
“But in the 
end, it's not 
about me, it's 
about the state deciding to 
prosecute this person. That's a 
separate issue." 

Earlier this year he hit the 
headlines again when he was 
named the BBC's fourth highest- 
paid on-air talent behind Chris 
Evans, Gary Lineker and Graham 
Norton, with earnings of between 
£700,000 and £750,000. The subject 
inevitably arose on his radio show. 

“Maybe our greatest caller was 
Harry Jones, an ex-miner from 
Neath, Glamorgan. He said we 
were all grossly overpaid and that 
he wanted answers. I hadn't 
actually thought what the answer 
was." 

When Harry asked Jeremy if he 
thought he was overpaid, he said 
he didn't really want to answer 
that, but Harry wasn't giving in and 
asked again. 

“In a funny sort of way, the most 
difficult moment was the best 
moment in my show." 

Does Jeremy think he is 
overpaid? 

“Having had chance to 
think about it, yes, 
compared with my 
mother, who was a 
doctor's receptionist and 
my father who was a 
college lecturer, but not 
compared to the 
presenter of The Breakfast 
Show (Chris Evans), who 


is apparently on three times as 
much. 

“I do a lot of different things and 
you can see the logic, but I'm 
acutely aware of what Harry Jones 
thinks about it and what it must 
look like to my mum and dad." 

He's been with the BBC for nearly 
30 years and it was coming up to 
25,000 calls to his Radio 2 show, 
which prompted the book. 

While callers often express their 
anger on air, Jeremy is not one to 
express his opinions or emotions. 

“You can have values, but you 
can't have views," he reflects. 

“Obviously, if there's some 
terrible murder, you are allowed to 
express how terrible that is. I can 
be cross about litter but I can't take 
political positions. 

“Some of the most aggravating 
stuff of our time I can't have a view 
on. I need to not have a view on 
how Theresa May's conducting 
Brexit. But it's a small price to pay 
for having the best job in the 
world." 

Jeremy still meditates, which 
helps to keep him grounded, and 
he continues to enjoy the moment. 

“I try to spend a bit of time in the 
zone after the morning Radio 2 
meeting, because otherwise all I'm 
doing is tapping my 
smartphone or going on 
Twitter - and it's not that 
good for the soul."

Five is the magic 
number for Jamie 



I HAD been forewarned that 
Jamie Oliver is as hyperactive 
in person as on screen, which 
turns out to be no exaggera¬ 
tion. 

Ask one question and Jamie is 
off, easy charm in full flow, at a 
million miles an hour. The 
celebrity chef, restaurateur and 
household foodie favourite, is set 
to continue his culinary domina¬ 
tion with a new cookbook, 5 
Ingredients - Quick & Easy Food. 
Not content with reducing our 
cooking times to a mere 15 
minutes in previous tomes, he's 
now trimming our shopping lists 
with dishes that require just five 
ingredients (give or take some 
additional seasoning). 

"Some books just want to be 
written," Jamie enthuses. He 
originally wrote the recipes with 
four ingredients in mind, but 
added an extra when he realised 
something was missing. 

"I wrote 70% of that book but 
then realised it was just 'good' 
and I don't think people want to 
buy a 'good' Jamie Oliver book," 
he explains. "So the extra 
ingredient is that balance 
between creativity and getting 
straight to the point." 

With fewer ingredients, Jamie 
is hoping to make people more 
aware of what's going into their 
food - something he's keen to do 
himself. He embarked on a 
nutrition course three years ago 
and is now studying for his 
masters. 

With the rise in health and 
wellness fads, Jamie wanted to 
be able to debunk much of the 
misinformation being circulated. 
He says: "You've got people who 
are taldng 200g of butter out of a 
brownie and putting 200g of 
coconut oil in and saying it's 
healthier. It's just not true. I knew 


I had to go to school." 

And he's absolutely loving it. 
"It's literally one of the coolest 
things I've ever done," he 
exclaims. 

Discussion of education and 
learning about food inevitably 
leads Jamie to what he calls his 
'life's passion': child health. "My 
personal goal - what gets me up 
in the morning - is to help halve 
childhood obesity in 10 years," 
he says. 

With nearly a third of children 
aged 2-15 overweight or obese, 
he is justifiably concerned about 


this issue, especially given its 
links to middle-aged mortality, 
mental health and an increase in 
type 2 diabetes. 

For Jamie, tackling this is not 
going to be easy given his 
relationship with the present 
government. He worked closely 
with the previous four prime 
ministers on child health but 
things haven't gone so smoothly 
with Theresa May. 

"We exchanged a few letters 
and I'll keep writing them but 
there's not much coming back 
really," he says. 


He is particu¬ 
larly angry about 
the changes the 
Prime Minister 
made to the 
anti-obesity 
strategy 
formulated 
under David 
Cameron. May's 
version failed 
to include 
restrictions on 
advertising and 
promotional 
deals on junk 
food, two actions that would 
have a huge impact on child¬ 
hood obesity, he says. 

"What that lot get up to baffles 
me. It baffles me economically 
and it baffles me morally." He 
believes we can halve childhood 
obesity in 10 years but only if we 
tackle education and advertising, 
and generally make it easier for 
people to be healthy. 

He firmly believes children 
need to be better educated about 
food to be able to make healthier 
choices. "You don't die young 
because you didn't do your 
geography homework." 

Don't expect Jamie to stop 
talking about childhood obesity 
anytime soon. He says: "It 
doesn't matter where I could be, 
if I was in front of the Queen and 
she asked me about it, I'd just go 
off on one."

As it is Organic 
September it's only right to bring 
you a couple of eco-friendly wines. 

But before then, I've been 
flirting with Spanish wines. 

I'll kick off with a pink and 
then it's whites all the way 
folks. 

Rioja Rosado 2016 
Marques de Caceres (£8.99 
or £7.99 in a buy six deal at 
Majestic, 13.5% abv) is a 
blend of tempranillo and 
garnacha and is spot-on for 
an autumn barbecue. It 
isn't backward in coming 
forward, displaying ripe 
strawberries and rose hips, 
with just a hint of spice. Its 
sister white wine Rioja 
Blanco 2016 Marques de 
Caceres (same prices in

Majestic, 12.5% abv, right) is 
100% viura and is prettily fresh 
and fruity, with no oak involved 
in its creation. It has notes of 
lemon and lime, a good acidity 
and is ideal for a midweek 
relax. 

Beronia Rioja Viura 2016 

(RRP £9, Ocado or thedrink- 
shop.com, 12% abv) has a 
little more to say for itself. 
Yes, this wine displays classic 
notes of citrus, but flirting 
alongside are peach and 
mango. I was a lazy cook the 
night I sipped this, so I tossed 


crayfish tails in a salad with a 
squeeze of lemon and a shake of 
pepper and the seafood-friendly 
wine was happy. 

Verdejo wines have a bright 
style similar to sauvignon blanc. 
Verdejo, El Tesoro 2016 (£6.95, 
winetrust100.co.uk, 12.5% abv) 
has a peep of ripe apples 
hiding behind the more 
pronounced lemon and lime 
aromas and to taste those 
citrus flavours roll excitedly 
in good acidity, and there's an 
edge of spice and a touch of 
creaminess. 

Ramon Bilbao, Rueda 
Sauvignon Blanc 2016 
(£10.95, greatwesternwine. 
co.uk, 12.5% abv) is a new 
addition to Ramon Bilbao's 
portfolio and mmmm - this wine is 
tropical. There's moreish aromas 


of lychees, passion fruit and hints 
of orange zest and those same 
fruits are sprightly in the 
mouth, fresh and balanced 
I with the acidity. I love it. 

■ Also in my glass ... my final 
Spanish white leads me nicely 
into Organic September. 
Frontos Blanco Seco 
Ecologico 2014 (£14.50, 
12.5% abv, left) hails from 
Tenerife and is sold by 
meadowdalewines.com, a 
new online merchant 
specialising in organic, 
if low-sulphite and biody- 
| namic wines. The grape is 
listan bianco which is the 
1 same as palamino, the base 
for sherry. Frontos has 
subtle notes of apple, 
grapes, honeysuckle and a hint of 
tropical fruit. The aromas are 



echoed in the mouth. 

I've poured my second wine 
from Meadowvale Silvano 
Follador Valdobbiadene Prosecco 
Superiore DOCG Brut Nature 
2016 (£19.50,11.5% abv) while 
tidying up my words above. It has 
popped with giddiness into the 
glass and a few minutes later is 
still giddy. It is a classy prosecco, 
and unlike many of its cousins 
pouring over to the UK, the wine 
has been allowed to sit on its lees 
before undergoing the secondary 
fermentation. 

This adds a complex, slightly 
creamy character to this upright, 
linear, elegant prosecco which has 
apple and pear aromas. It isn't one 
to rush.

O VER the years Ford 
has always tried to 
add various 'posh' or

furnishings and fittings. 

Take the Kuga Vignale, 
starting at £31,045 and

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KIA WE GO: The 
'perfect car' to 
travel around 
a country like 
New Zealand 


I T'S not 'all black' in New Zealand, if you'll 
pardon the pun, as I discovered during a 
three-week visit where I clocked up a few 
thousand miles in a pure white Kia Sportage, 
writes Maxine Ashford. 

If ever any proof was needed that the Korean 
car maker has come on in leaps and bounds 
over recent years, then the success story in the 
Land of the Long White Cloud, as New Zealand 
is affectionately known, is the ultimate proof. 

In a country where the pick-up truck is the 
go-to vehicle for its hard-working and practical 
approach to life along with go-anywhere 
capabilities, it's the Kia Sportage that is gaining 
all the attention and grabbing the headlines 
among the car-driving populace. 

And it has now reached the heady heights of 
being New Zealand's best-selling passenger car. 

That's a status the company is very proud 
of as Todd McDonald, general manager, 

Kia Motors New Zealand, explained: "The 
Kia Sportage has won a special place in the 
hearts of New Zealand motorists thanks to the 
combination of stylish good looks, performance, 
economy, excellent passenger space and 
comfort - it's an incredibly competitive vehicle. 

"To date, it is the best-selling SUV of any brand 
in New Zealand for the first six months of 2017. 
Just to put that into perspective, the top selling 
vehicles in New Zealand are the Ford Ranger 
and Toyota Hilux pick-ups, which are usually 
purchased as double cab models. Although they 
can carry five passengers, they are classed as light 
commercial vehicles, so that makes the Sportage 
the most popular passenger car in New Zealand, 
as well as the most popular SUV." 

During my visit, I was driving the Sportage 
EX 2.4 model with petrol engine and all-wheel- 
drive - an engine we don't get in the UK where 
the Sportage comes either with a 1.6-litre petrol 
or 1.7 and 2.0-litre diesels. 

Although diesel is much cheaper at the 
pumps than petrol in New Zealand, there is an 
additional charge to drivers. 

Petrol prices range from NZ$1.97 per litre to 
NZ$2.06 for premium fuel which equates to 
about £1.12 to £1.17 depending on the rate of 
exchange. 

Diesel is priced much lower at NZ$1.29 
which would be just 73p per litre but then 
there is a Road User Charge (RUC) that must be 
purchased in advance. 

This is based on the number of kilometres a 
vehicle travels. RUC is levied on a graduated 


scale, based on the weight of the vehicle, so 
light passenger vehicles pay a small amount per 
kilometre and large 50-tonne trucks pay a large 
sum. 

Heavier vehicles pay more because they are 
deemed to cause more damage to roads. 

However, even though diesel passenger 
vehicles pay the least, it works out similar to the 
cost of petrol for most small cars and SUVs, when 
the RUC and fuel costs are added together. 

Anyway, there was no need for me to be 
concerned about mileage as I was in a petrol- 
driven vehicle and the first thing I noticed about 
the car was the number plate. How cool is it to 
drive a Sportage around with a registration plate 
that reads KIA121 ? 

Our car was priced at NZ$41,990 (plus 
on road costs) which equates to £23,870 
and it was certainly a head-turner thanks to 
its distinctive tiger-nose grille, sweeping light 
clusters with LED daytime running lights, a 
sculpted bonnet, low roofline, chiselled rear 
end and smart 18-inch alloys. Move inside 
the five-door model and the interior is equally 
impressive with an ultra-modern, clutter-free 
cabin and oodles of technology to explore. 

There are lots of soft-touch surfaces and the 
dashboard is horizontal in its layout. 

The upper section houses the seven-inch 
colour touchscreen and the lower part, referred 
to as the 'control area', is where all controls 
for the sound system and climate control are 
located. Other features on the test car included 
leather upholstery, heated seats, dual zone air 
conditioning, a six-speaker sound system along 
with a reversing camera and parking sensors. 

Obviously, storage space was of paramount 
importance as we were constantly on the move 
and I can happily report back that the Sportage 
has a boot big enough to swallow two huge 
suitcases, a couple of daypacks, coats and the 
usual supplies of snacks and refreshments - 
and that's before you explore the numerous 
storage options scattered throughout the cabin, 
including a good-sized glovebox, door pockets 
and practical cup holders. 

As our visit coincided with the beginning 
of winter it was reassuring to know we had 
all-wheel-drive capabilities even though the 
worst side of Mother Nature we saw was a few 
minutes of sleet and some unthawed overnight 
frost at the side of the road. 

That said, it did rain lots and there was a fair 
amount of surface water at times, but nothing 


that troubled the Sportage. 

When it comes to the Spoilage's performance 
it was difficult to find fault. The acceleration was 
smooth through the six-speed automatic gearbox, 
the road-holding was assured, the steering precise 
and there was no sign of body roll into corners. 

The cabin was well-insulated against engine, 
road and wind noise and the highly-efficient 
suspension system ironed out any bumpy surfaces 
which, to be fair, were few and far between. 

The fuel gauge did drop quite quickly if I 
were to be particularly picky and the car has an 
official mpg of 33.2mpg with carbon emissions 
of 199g/km, but that was my only minor gripe. 

And as one would expect, the Kia Sportage 
is packed with safety specifications and scored 
highly in New Zealand's equivalent to Euro- 
NCAP testing called ANCAR 

The Sportage is a perfect car to travel round 
a country like New Zealand and we felt 
completely lost when we handed it back and 
had to choose between public transport and 
walking for our last couple of days.

Tributes are 
paid to 'truly 
great man' 

TRIBUTES have been made to Dennis 
Lightning after the former Ely City 
manager died at the age of 62. 

Lightning, pictured, worked at 
a number of clubs in Mid-Anglia 
- Soham Town Rangers, Sawston 
United, Saffron Walden, Histon 
and Cambridge City - as well as the 
Robins. 

He joined Soham Town Rangers at 
the start of the 1997/98 season, first as 
assistant manager but then as joint- 
manager with Richard Goodjohn. 

Lightning spent two years with 
the Greens, helping the club win 
back-to-back Cambs Invitation Cup 
finals, before leaving 
to manage the 
Cambridgeshire FA 
representative side. 

He joined the club 
in 2004 as assistant 
to manager Steve 
Taylor and in that 
first season together 
they won the Eastern 
Counties First Division Knock-out Cup. 

At the start of the 2005/6 campaign 
he became joint-manager with Taylor, 
taking over the reins on his own in 
March 2006 when Taylor stepped 
down. 

Lightning's first full season in charge, 
in 2006/7, saw the Robins miss out 
on promotion on the final day of the 
season. 

But the following year he secured 
promotion by finishing runners-up in 
the First Division and clinching the First 
Division Knock-out Cup once again. 

After a solid campaign in the 
Premier Division in 2008/9, Lightning 
stepped down as manager at the end 
of the season to become director of 
football at the club. 

However, he returned in September 
2009 when Trevor Munns resigned 
and he remained in place until 
September 2010 when he announced 
his resignation. 

Current first-team manager Brady 
Stone said: "Dennis signed me for Ely 
City and was truly a great man. 

"From the moment I first met Den, 
we clicked, not just football-related 
but away from football as well. 

"He always had time for everyone 
and will be sadly missed." 

Chairman Robert Button added: 

"In his time as manager Dennis was 
a gentleman and a friend to my wife 
Jean and myself. 

"He never asked anything from the 
club that they could not afford, and 
was a true football man through and 
through." 

Former Robins manager Alan Alsop 
was brought to the club by Lightning. 

"Dennis was the one that got me to 
come to Ely and work with him," he 
said. "Working with Dennis was an 
absolute pleasure as he had a wicked 
sense of humour and we shared many 
happy times together. I shall miss our 
chats on the phone but mostly I will 
miss him as a friend."
